Time to register 
to vote 

With the upcoming city election on many 
minds these days, It seemed appropriate to 
remind area residents of registration laws. 

The three locations designated for Sierra 
Madre registrations include City Hall at 232 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd., Sierra Madre Post Office 
at 61 S. Baldwin Ave. and Imperial Savings and 
Loan at 25 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Leonard Panish, registrar-recorder, ex¬ 
plains there are five categories of persons 
who should register or reregister for the up¬ 
coming election: 

— Those who changed their residence 
address since last registration and have not 
reregistered at new residence or received notice 
of automatic reregistration from Department of 
Registrar-Recorder. 

— Those who desire to change their poli¬ 
tical affiliation. 

— Those who have become of age and 
have not registered. 

— New residents of Los Angeles County 
who will have the required qualifications by 
the date of the election. 

Those qualifications include being resi¬ 
dents in the county for 29 days; 18 years of age 
on or prior to date of any election; or a citizen 
prior to date of any election. 

A person on parole or in jail for a 
felony conviction is not eligible to register to 
vote. 

Anyone with more questions should call 
725-5925. 


Keep your car safe 

The National Automobile Club has also 
come up with some ideas to prevent auto 
theft since stolen cars remain the major prob¬ 
lem and expense to the consumer. 

In 1980, thieves made off with 174,548 
vehicles In California, a 21% increase over 
1971. A vehicle is stolen in the state about 
every four minutes. 

The basic idea is to make theft a noisy 
and time-consuming process, says NAC. 
Always lock doors, never leave keys in the 
ignition, and park In well-lighted, fenced-ln 
areas or secure garages. 

Additional steps Include installing an igni¬ 
tion cut-off switch which can be hidden under 
the dash in a location known only to those 
who drive the vehicle. 

If It Is necessary to park In one spot, 
such as an airport, for an extended period 
of time, remove the Ignition coll, distributor 
rotor or other small parts that will render the 
vehicle immobile. 

Keep your license and vehicle registra¬ 
tion with you so a thief doesn’t obtain identi¬ 
fication if he does manage to steal the car. 

Various types of electrical and mechanical 
alarm systems are available. They vary in cost, 
difficulty of installation and reliability. They do 
provide a deterrent to the amateur or some¬ 
one trying to break in to steal a C.B. radio, 
tape deck, briefcase or other valuables. 

Among the most frequently stolen automo¬ 
biles in the State of Caiifornia are: mfd-1960 
Chevroiets, especiaily the Impaia series; mid- 
1960 Ford Mustangs; Volkswagen Beetles and 
an increasing number of exotic, high-priced 
imported cars. Owning one of these models 
increases the possibility you may be filing a 
stolen car complaint someday, notes the 
National Automobile Club.

One question asked by con¬ 
sumers often is, "How can I re¬ 
move ballpoint ink stains from 
clothing”? Well the answer is 
“Sometimes you can ~ sometimes 
you can’t.” 

Ballpoint pen ink is oil based, 
therefore it does not respond to 
the conventional methods of ink 
removal. 


Do no try to remove ballpoint ink with water. If you do, 
you’ll set the stain.

2. Saturate the stained area with a drycleaning fluid or solvent 
such as Carbona. 

3. Rub the stain lightly with you fingertips. Rinse the ink through 
the fabric into the towel. Continue rubbing with the fingers until 
the ink is removed from the fabric. Remove the towel. 

4. If the fabric is drycleanable, moisten a piece of cheesecloth 
with the cleaning fluid and wipe lightly around the outside edges 
of the spotted area. Wipe toward the center. This prevents a riiia 
Allow to dry. 

5. If the fabric is washable, use the washing formula suitable 
tor fabric and garment type. 

Your professional drycleaner has a better chance of getting 
the stain out completely, since he is equipped with special spot¬ 
ting tools. To be safe, entrust ink stains to the professional fabri- 
care specialist.

He is assigned to Naval Mo¬ 
bile Construction Battalion

Hovatter is a member of 
his battalion’s 68-man detach¬ 
ment currently working on 
projects at a naval base sur¬ 
rounded by mine fields, 
barbed wire fences and a 
communist country — Cuba. 

Naval Base Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, called “Gitmo” 
by the people there, is a 45- 
square-mile base located on 
the southeastern coast of 
Cuba. It is home for 2500 
military members and their 
families. 

The United States has 
operated a base at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay since leasing the 
area from the Republic of 
Cuba in 1903. A new treaty 
was negotiated in 1934 giving 
the United States a perpetual 
lease on the property which 
can only be voided by our 
government’s abandoning 
the area or by mutual agree¬ 
ment. 

Today Guantanamo Bay 
serves as the Atlantic Fleet s 
“school for ships.” Some 60 
to 80 ships a year undergo 
three to five weeks of shake- 
down and pre-deployment 
refresher training with the 
Fleet Training Group.

He assists con¬ 
struction engineers by con- 


Hovatter had originally 
planned to attend the U.S. 
Naval Academy. 

“1 received an appoint¬ 
ment to the Naval Academy, 
but I didn’t pass the physi¬ 
cal because I’m color blind,” 
he said. “I attended Citrus 
Junior College in Azusa and 
worked full time, but it was 
too much. 

Following recruit training 
in San Diego, he attended 
engineering aid school in 
Port Hueneme, Calif. He 
was assigned to Naval Mo¬ 
bile Construction Battalion 
74 in August 1980. 

The 22-year-old Navyman 
noted that not being able to 
see the rest of Cuba was a 
drawback to being assigned 
there.
